LOST DUTCH SHIP

THE HAGTTE. via London, April 17.—A 
submarine sank the TVutch steamer Kat- 
w>k. which went down yesterdav near 
the Xorth Hinder lightship, according to 
a report of the examination of the ves- 
sel's captain and crew published bv the 
Department of Marine.

Griffith was in the audience. lie made 
his way rapidjy to the front, signaled to 
Chairman Stern and secured from the 
latter 9. nodded permlssjon to speak. 
"I am Mansel P. Griffith." he shouted, 
abnra the din the audience was making. 
"I demand to knotr who heard me rnpVn 
any such itatement as that." 
"Wilson repeated that his word of honor 
had been pledged the signer of the af- 
fidavit

There -were ehouts of "Prove

The two beld a 
hurried conference. Finally Wilson once 
more and finally declined to breafc his

Griffith was boosted to the platform. 
He was starting to speak when Pendle- 
ton bumped Into htm and he slipped 
from the stage to the Soor of the audi- 
torium, uninjured.

Men In the front rows crowded 
forward and those In the back were on 
th<*!r feet and on the chairs, gesticulat- 
ing and shoutlns Trtldly.

THEN HE APOLOGIZES. 


Stem had meanwhile explained the 
situation to Peadleton, who stepped for- 
ward with his hand raised. The noise 
and confusion In the auditorium subsided. 
"1 want to offer my sincere anology 
to ilr. Griffith," said Pendleton. 
"It 
was a mistake for -which I apologize." 
He offered his hand to Griffith, -who 
seized it and the audience broke Into 
applause.

wager fund. He was given hearty ap- 
plause. 
Stltf Wilson approached the meeting 
with the problem on his hands of reply- 
ing to the challenge of Irving to prove 
his charge that Irvine had been nomi- 
nated and was being' backed by the banks 
and public service corporations. 
The 
speaker withdrew the word "noiilnated" 
and declared his regret that he had used 
it because, he eald, in its technical 
sense, as iised by Irving, he could not 
prove it. He could, however, and would 
prove the broad charge which underlay 
his former remarks, that the financial In- 
terest* were heart and soul in Irving's 
campaign. 


CONTRASTS NAMES. 


He pointed first to a map of Berkeley 
in which he ehowed that the bulk of the 
majority Irving secured over him In the 
primary election was secured In the first 
five precincts, lying In the southeast cor- 
ner of tbe city where, ha declared, 
dwelled the people of "wealth, power and 
privilege, lie bank and 
corporation 
class." He declared that, on the peti- 
tion of 1100 names which he. "Wilson, re- 
ceived at the opening of the campaign 
asking him to ran, there Teas not one 
name of a banker or corporation man. 
Ha then took the list of endorsers to 
Irvine's candidacy and chose 15 or 20 
names froo. the Kat. giving- their cor- 
poration or bonking afaiiaUon. 
He declared that these men were not 
passively but actively In the support or 
Irvinsr. He added that banking ar.d real 
estate Interests had brought pressure to 
bear, by Intimation of future difficulties, 
upon people beholden to them to secura 
their support for Irving-. 
' 
He took up the defeat of Heywood for 
mayor and explained It as the result of 
the failure of the "interests" to continue 
backing- Heywood -when they found that 
his policies were against the public serv- 
ice corporations. 
"When Mayor Heywood came to the 
aid of the c'ty of Berkeley against the 
Key .Route company," Wilson exclaimed, 
"his throat \ras cut. From that time on 
those who favor the Key Route company 
and other corporations were against him 
and he was a defeated man."* 


"DREAMERS" UP AGAIN.

"Wilson scored Irving at length for call- 
ing him a "dreamer" and declared that 
dreamers were apt to accomplish more 
for the common good than "cold blooded 
business men," which name Irving had 
given himself. "Wilson recalled. He went 
after his opponent again for dubbing 
Mayor Heywood a "provincial.- explain- 
in^ that provincial meant "countrified, 
crude and rouse." It was poor taste, he 
claimed, for Irving thus to criticise a 
man who had had two years before the 
votes of those people who were now In 
the Irving: camp. 
A list of telegrams from

Perkins GSlman, Margaret Haley and 
other prominent suffragists was read by 
Wilson to disprove the charge of Irving 
that he had been but a short time a pro- 
ponent of equal suffrage.

grams declared Wilson had beet. In that 
fight for 20 years. 
An attack upon the pablic rervice cor- 
porations was delivered by tbe speaker, 
who declared that the payments of the 
citizens to the four important corpora- 
tions in a year amounted to five times 
the cost of maintaining the citv gov- 
ernment.

THE SOCIAL BVSYBODV AX» THE BCSIXESS BOY. 


We •wonder how many among tha men of efficiency and 


distinction in the current life of California would have 
been thwarted in their de\elopment — sidetracked 
and 


perhaps defeated in their best ambitions — by a law sim- 
ilar to that now under consideration at Sacramento to 
prohibit business activities on the part of boys under 
fourteen years of age? \Ve venture the suggestion that 
such a law enforced half a century ago would have lost 
to the California of today much of the competence and 
the energy of ita most effective -working forces. Go 
where you will 2n the United States, particularly in the 
\Vest, investigate thoroughly its professional and business 
life, and you will find that three men out of five 
'their career in childhood, and found previous to the age 
limit proposed, the beginnings of the discipline, the cour- 
age, the thrift, which have made them what they are, 


It is probably true that In the rough and tumble of 


early business life youthful -adventurers came to knowl- 
edge of some things frora which, ^e icoslS. sentiments!!;.- 
like to shield inunaturity.

adolescence? Let us put It straight — Is not the midnight 
messenger boy of eighteen in more serious moral danger 
through developed propensities than the undeveloped 
boy of twelve?

Kingdom, the purchasers being English as a matter of 
course. 
While it is true that American consignors will 


receive pay for their goods, that cuts little figure. The 
point is that Germany is deprived of the stuff Intended 
for her ports. 


•President Wilson says the matter will be attended to. 


But how? Presuming negotiations are opened with Ger- 
many for the materials needed, there is no doubt that 
Germany is willing to sell. But what of the exchange? 
It la no more than fair to assume the Kaiser's govern- 
ment will say in answer to any appeal that .may be made: 
"We are more than willing to supply you with the dye- 
stuffs you need. 
"We have them for sale In quantities. 


We realUe tliat a. great industry in your country Is 
threatened with disaster and unless we come to your 
relief you will suffer industrially. But what can you do 
for us in exchange for this relief?" 


Assuming that our thespian Secretary of State promises 


that in exchange for the receipt of these dyestnffs, this 
nation will send to Germany wheat, corn, or other foods, 
how shall we redeem our pledges following the prece- 
dents already set? There Is no way except by an em- 
phatic declaration that If our commerce Is interfered 
with we shall use our military and naval forces to pro- 
tect it. There is no other way. 


It looks as If the inventive faculty of our people must 


be our one resource for preserving our textile Industries. 
Practicably no relief can be expected from the adminis- 
tration. Our diplomacy is of a marshmallow variety, a 
sort of macaroon, so to speak, full of the sugar of prom- 
ise, but containing but little -of the nutriment of fulfill- 
ment
